DRIVEN BY FIRE INTO 


STREETS, SEVERAL MAY DIE 


XEW YORK, Jan. 2 .—One hundred 


and fifty persons were driven from their 
homes early today by a tenement. house 
fire, in the'Bronx. Several occupants of 
the houses whoso exit had betn cut off 
bv the flames were rescued by volunteer 
life savers while the lireraen were strug- 
n-ling through immense drifts of snow 
which made the s'trects almost impassa- 
ble. Many of the persons who were forc- 
ed to floe'in their night clothing suffered 
severely from exposure in the terrible 
weather and it is feared that some of 
them may not survive. The fire was sub- 
dued after six double three story tene- 
ment houses had been destroyed. The fi- 
nancial loss is placed at $100,000.

such caws as this, arc already recognized

The slightest 


relaxation of the yoke must moan (lan- 
cer for the taskmaster. That relaxa- 
tion has come. The danger from with- 
in has been aggravated Immensely hy 
the danger from without. .Speech i^ 
becoming singularly free In European 
Russia. 
"Words which less than sx 


months ago uttered publicly would 
have been followed by the lash or por- 
liips Siberia are now heard every- 
where. Public meetings for the avowed 
discussion of public abuses,;are hold 
openly. Remedies f o r m l s g o v n 


are promulgated freely. 
The former 


crime of leze majesty has been trans- 
formed into an unimportant misde- 
meanor. Criticism of the government 
and its policy is heard in the streets of 
the holy city of Moscow, and the very 
walls o'f peasants' mud dwellings are 
mute witnesses to objurgations against 
fie "little father" which are new to 
them. Those dumb until now have spo- 
ken and are continuing to speak, and 
the sound of their united voices, has 
paralyzed the punitive energies of the 
St. Petersburg watchdogs. 


In the provinces, the heritages

alien races never reconciled to Musco- 
vite supremacy and forever awaiting 
the opportunity to rise and banish the 


detested invader, the situation is even 
more threatening. 
The garrisons in 


these districts have been strengthened, 
but there are not enough armed men In 
the empire to dissipate the hope that 
has risen In the hearts of these half 
conquered and never assimilated peo- 
ples.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26—Theoreti- 


cally tho czar of Russia ia able to do ex- 
actly as te- pleswws at all times and to 
exercise his own will in all matters con- 
cerning himaelf and the 150;000,000 souls 
who occupy his dominions. Theoretical- 
ly eveirything within the limits of the 
great Russian'empire belongs to Mm, to 
use at his pleasure, including the lives as 
well as the property of his subjects. He 
can order armies, and fleets to any part 
of the earUx whenever he desires; he can 
declare war or make peace, according to 
his individual judgment; he can spend 
all the money'in the treasury for any 
purpose and nobody has the right to 
question his acts or his wisdom. Prac- 
tically, however, the czar ia a prisoner, 
aurrounded by a group of relations and 
officials more or less honest, vicious and 
corrupt, who oontrol"his acts, his words 
and his thoughts by the. various influ- 
ences they are abl« to bring to bear up- 
on him. He may read the European or 
American newspapers and periodicals; 
he may occasionally see a book that dis- 
closes the condition of affairs^in tho em- 
pire, and sometimes a disinterested and 
candid subject may secure nn audience 
with him Suid give him accurate informa- 
tion. But, as a rule, all of his knowl- 
edge of public affairs and every other 
subject is filtered through groups of de- 
signing men, the most of whom have 
evil reputations and are 
believed 
to 


practice habitual deception upon their 
sovereign for their own benefit or the 
advantage of their friends. At the same 
time. Nicholas II has better advantages 
and greater opportunities for knowing 
.the truth than any of liis predecessors, 
and bis personal responsibility for con- 
ditions nnd events in Ruusia is greater 
than that of his father or grandfather, 
or any other man who ever sat on tho 
throne of the Romanoffs.
